HEN Mr. Burdick, your president, wrote to me 
about coming down to this meeting, he suggested 
that I talk on the development of blood lines 


within the average man’s time. At the risk ef appearing 
conceited, I am going to assume that I am an average 
man, and discuss with you some of the blood lines that 
I have seen developed within my own time. I have re- 
freshed and reinforced my memory by rereading parts 
of ‘‘Holstein-Friesian History.’ 

One of the earliest of my 
going through the barns at 
pool, New York, and having pointed out to me an old 
black cow that they told me was Segis Inka I got a 
real thrill out of that, for I had heard a great deal about 
Segis Inka. She was not only one of the high record 
cows of her day, but she was the dam of A & G Inka 
McKinley, who was the dam of King Segis. Segis Inka 
had been sold in the Averill and Gregory dispersal in 
1903 for $1600 to a Dr. Landon of Syracuse, who imme- 
diately resold her to H. A. Moyer. 

Her daughter, A & G Inka McKinley, had been sold 
by Averill and Gregory in W. C. Hunt's first semi-annual 
consignment sale. She had been purchased by Horace 
L. Bronson of Cortland, New York for $70. While she 
was in the Bronson herd, she had been bred to Mercedes 
Julip’s Pietertje’s Paul, son of the world’s record cow, 
Mercedes Julip’s Pietertje. From this mating King 
Segis was born. 

King Segis headed the Moyerdale herd at 
where he sired many great sons and daughters. His bull 
calves were shipped all over the country. One of them 
was King Segis 10th, who went out to Idaho to the herd 
of George V. Leighton While he was in the Leighton 
herd, King Segis 10th sired Segis Pietertje Prospect and 
Matador Segis Walker and Segis Walker Matador, three 
of the foundation animals of the Carnation herd. 

The Segis blood line at Moyerdale was developed by 
breeding King Segis to such great producing and trans- 
mitting cows Blanche Lyons Netherland and her 
daughter, Betta Lyons Netherland. and cows of the 
Walker and Prilly families. The Walker family was de- 
veloped by A. A. Hartshorn and H. A. Moyer. Its his- 
tory was closely tied in with that of the Prilly family 
The three best daughters of Prilly were sired by a son 
of Lillian Walker Prilly’s highest record daughter was 
teauty VPietertje One of her Jeauty Pietertje 
Butter King, sired Beauty Pietertje Prince. who sired 
the dam of Segis Pietertje Prospect. The dam of Beauty 
Pietertje Prince was also a descendant of Lillian Walker 
Another son of Beauty Pietertje, Artis De Kol Walker, 

ired Matador Twisk Minette 4th. dam of the two great 
Matador bulls, Matador Segis Walker and Segis Walker 
Matado 
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pect, and three lines combining to produce 
tador bulls 

About this same period S. B. Jones and E. E. Randal! 
and their sons in Wisconsin developed the Homestead 
family. There have been many famous animals in the 
Homestead family, including North Star Joe Homestead 
another cornerstone in the building of the Carnation 
tamily. Another Homestead bull was Piebe Laura Ollic 
Homestead King, sire of May Walker Ollie Homestead 
the dam of Sir Inka May, who, as you know. has 
such an important factor in the development of the Car- 
nation blood line. Sir Inka May was also a_ direct 
descendant of King Segis on the sire’s side. 

The Homestead family played a prominent part in 
the development of the Hazelwood family, by John L 
Smith out in Spokane, Washington. You recall that 
the Hazelwood family has been one of the strongest 
lines in the building of the Carnation herd. It was a 
Hazelwood cow, bred to one of the Matador bulls. that 
produced Matador Segis Ormsby himself. 

You will note that I chose for the title of this little 
talk the words, ‘‘Now and Then.’’ So here we come to 
our first now and then example, that of the Carnation 
blood line, perhaps the greatest of the present day blood 
lines, built on the earlier blood lines of the Segis- 
Walker-Prilly families and the Homestead-Hazelwood 
families.

let us go back and follow another tamily. the 
blood line developed by Stevens Brothers In 
the early Stevens herd was a group of great producing 
and transmitting daughters that had come from the 
Eastern Michigan Asylum. At the time they left the 
Michigan institution. a number of them had been bred 
to Pontiac Korndyke. From one such service a bull 
calf was born that they named King of the Pontiacs. 

King of the Pontiacs and I sort of grew up together 
There was only about two and a half vears difference 
in our ages. We were raised on farms about four miles 
apart. He became famous, and I rather like to bask in 
his reflected glory 

These daughters of Hengerveld De Kol in the Stevens 
herd were bred to King of the Pontiacs. The daughters 
of King of the Pontiacs were bred to King Segis Pontiac 
a son of King Segis and Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d 
In 1912 she became the first cow to make 1606 lb. fat 
in a year. She was of the same cross as King of the 
Pontiacs, being by Pontiac Korndyke from a daughte) 
of Hengerveld De Kol. The King Segis Pontia: King 
of the Pontiacs’ cross resulted in many famous bulls. in- 
cluding King Segis Pontiac Count, King Segis Pontia: 
Aleartra, King Segis Pontiac Konigen, and King Segi 
Pontiac Superior, the grandsire of Sir Inka May 

As evidence of what the public thought of the Steven 
blood line, the 309 head sold in the dispersal in 1917 
averaged $785. The 72 daughters of King of the Pon 
tiaes averaged $1240 We shall refer to the Pontia 
blood line a number of times again, but now let 
back to the founding of another blood line that has h: 
a great influence on the history of the breed 

It was in 1907 that I first became conscious of pu 
bred Holsteins. Colantha 4th’s Johanna had just broke! 
the world’s record with 998 Ib. fat and 27.432 Ib. mil 
Her Colantha Johanna Lad, had just been sold | 
the Gillettes in Wisconsin to the Fields at Dutcehia) 
Farms in Massachusetts for $8.000 Dutchland Fa) 
leveloped a blood line by breeding Colantha 
Lad to such great producing and transmitting 
the world’s record Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline 
daughters, and to De Kol Creamelle. the 
average 100 lbs. milk a day for 106 
daughter, Creamelle Vale, the first cow to 
000 lbs. milk in a vear on semi-official test 
ver was another of the great foundation 
bred to Colantha Johanna Lad. She had 
vear-old in C. F. Hunt’s consignment 
$2 later going to Dutchland Farms 
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Creamelles, and the Denvers made up three of the most 
important branches of the Dutchland family. 

Dutchland Sir Pontiac Rag Apple was the companion 
herd sire to Colantha Johanna Lad in the building of the 
Dutchland herd. He was a full brother of Pontiac Clo- 
thilde De Kol 2d, and the sire of Dutchland Creamelle 
Korndyke Lad, who carried on the good work of his an- 
cestors. I have always believed that Dutchland Sir Pon- 
tiac Rag Apple was largely responsible for the quality 
of the Dutchland family. I well recall one year when I 
was a kid, going to the New York State Fair at Syra- 
use. I think it was about 1908.* I was strolling 
through the old wooden cattle sheds that they had on 
the fair grounds in those days, when I came upon the 
Dutehland exhibit. Colantha Johanna Lad and Dutch- 
land Sir Pontiac Rag Apple were in adjoining stalls. 
The Rag Apple bull was lying down, so the attendant 
asked me to come into the stall and feel of his hide. 
Well. I have felt of a good many hides since 1908, but I 
doubt that I have ever found a finer and silkier hide on 
1 big bull. 

There are a number of noted herds that have de- 
scended from the Dutchland herd. If we were to select 
one present day blood line for our now and then exam- 
ple, we probably turn to the family which Owen D. 
Young has built on the Dutchland blood line. 

In a talk of this character you are no doubt won- 
dering how long I can stay away from the Ormsby fam- 
ily. As we think of it today, the Ormsby family is made 
up of descendants of Pietertje Maid Ormsby. She was 
not only a world’s record cow in her time, but she had 
one of the breed’s best udders. If you will look up her 
picture when you go home, I think you will agree with 
me that in all of the progress that has been made in 
the last quarter century in improvement of type and es- 
pecially of udders, Pietertje Maid Ormsby’s ranks right 
up with the best of them. I think any one of you would 
be proud to have her stand in the end stall in your barn 
today. 

Her greatest son, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, was 
developed by E. C. Schroeder of Moorhead, Minnesota, 
who built a blood line by breeding him to Spring Brook 
Bess Burke and her daughter, Spring Brook Bess Burke 
2d. two of the greatest producing and transmitting cows 
the breed has known. Spring Brook Bess Burke was a 
member of the Homestead family, to which we referred 

few minutes ago. 


Winterthur’s purchase of Spring Brook Bess Burke 
2d and her family marked the beginning of a blood line 
in your neighboring state of Delaware. The Winterthur 
blood line has been developed by breeding her son, King 
of the Ormsbys, to his dam, and to his full sister, Bess 
Johanna Ormsby, and intensifying the blood of their de- 
scendants. Probably several of you in this room were 
present at the Brentwood Sale in Philadelphia in 1929 
when Winterthur paid E. M. Bayne of Michigan $10,100 
for the bull calf that they renamed King Posch Ormsby 
of Winterthur. He was a son of the highest record 
daughter of King of the Ormsbys, and is the sire of 
many of the great mature cows in the Winterthur herd 
today. He sired the six cows that made up our breed’s 
epresentation in the Court of Dairy Queens at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show at Memphis last fall 

John Erickson of Waupaca, Wisconsin developed Sir 
‘ietertje Ormsby Mercedes 27th, who was perhaps the 
createst of those exceptional sons of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes and Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d. John Erick- 
son built a blood line by breeding 37th to daughters of 
Tohanna de Colantha Champion. including Wisconsin 
Pride and Princess Della, and to such other foundation

ims as Wisconsin Fobes. At the Erickson dispersal] in 
124, 86 head averaged $1,139. The 26 daughters of 
Tth averaged $1,880 The 32 daughters of Marathon 
Bess Burke. only a few yet in milk, averaged just under 
*8$00 Marathon Bess Burke was a son of Bess Burke 
Ormsby. another daughter of Spring Brook Bess Burke. 
nd she was sired by Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 


Dunlogegin in Maryland has developed a blood line. 
Using Lashbrook Pearl Ormsby, one of the greatest pro- 
iucing and transmitting cows as a cornerstone, and 
breeding her son, Dunloggin Woodmaster, to the Dellas 
ind other direct descendants of the old Erickson herd, 


*In my talk at Harrisburg I gave 1910 as the year of this 
recollection. Maurice Prescott properly reminded me that it 
was 1908. 
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Dunloggin has built a remarkable family. Lashbrook 
Pearl Ormsby, herself, was a granddaughter of Ormsby 
Sensation, whose dam was one of the best daughters of 
37th and from Wisconsin Fobes. 


Just day before yesterday I looked over the entire 
Dunloggin herd. It is the most uniform large herd I 
have ever seen. It is a living testimonial to the skillful 
breeding and long range planning of Paul Misner. It 
also stands a monument to a breeder of an earlier day, 
John Erickson, to whose herd practically all of Dunlog- 
gin traces. 

John A. Bell is developing a blood line with Dunlog- 
gin Deubler, an inbred son of Lashbrook Pearl Ormsby, 
by mating Deubler daughters with Deubler sons and back 
to their own sire. A year and a half ago when I came 
back from the Milwaukee convention, I visited some of 
your good Pennsylvania herds. One of these was the 
Jonabell herd. I thought it one of the highest quality 
small herds I had ever looked at. And yet, in that high 
calibre group one cow seemed'to stand out above all the 
rest. That was Bellevue Ormsby Firstlady. Like Lash- 
brook Pearl Ormsby, she also is a granddaughter of 
Ormsby Sensation. She and her sons sired by Deubler 
are playing an important part in building this blood line. 


Hargrove and Arnold at Norwalk, Iowa developed a 
blood line with King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe, a bull of 
the Ormsby-Bess Burke combination of Schroeder’s. 
K P O P was bred to such great producing and trans- 
mitting cows as Lady Mutual Friend, Miss Pietertje 
Alexina 2d, Rose De Kol Wayne Butter Boy, and Neola 
Pansy. 

We are not through with the Ormsby family, but for 
the moment we are going to jump back to the Stevens 
herd. When I was a youngster, I made many trips to 
Liverpool. On one of these visits it was my good for- 
tune to meet Henry Stevens, the father of the Stevens 
Brothers. He was of course a very old man, and, as you 
may know, was totally blind. I don’t know which gave 
me the greater thrill, meeting Henry Stevens or seeing 
Segis Inka. Both names meant a great deal to me, for 
they were so rich in Holstein history. I had heard many 
legends about Henry Stevens, about his being such a 
good judge of cattle in spite of his handicap, and how 
he could tell whether a cow was black or white by run- 
ning his fingers over the hair. He was very kind and 
gracious to me, a circumstance that I have never forgot- 
ten. He was in the latest years of his life. I was in the 
very early years of mine. He was unable to read be- 
cause he had lost his sight. I was unable to read be- 
cause I had not yet learned how. But we had a grand 
visit, talking cows and pedigrees. When I was about 
to leave, he asked that I be given a picture of King of 
the Pontiacs. He asked them also to pick out a couple of 
other pictures, one of a son, and one of a daughter of 
King of the Pontiacs. The name on the picture of the 
bull calf was King Pontiac Champion. I well remember 
that young bull in the Stevens herd before he was sold to 
Pabst Farms where he became the foundation sire of the 
Pabst blood line. 

I hope you won't think I am in my dotage by all of 
these childhood reminiscences. I should like, however, 
to recall just one more exciting occasion of my grammar 


school days, that of the dispersal of the E. H. Dollar 
herd. E. H. Dollar had built a blood line by breeding 
the daughters of Pontiac Korndyke back to their own 


sire At the time of the dispersal, the junior herd sire 
was Korndyke Segis Johanna, a yearling grandson of 
King Segis on the sire’s side, and from a world’s record 
daughter of Pontiac Korndyke, the next dam being an- 
other high record daughter of the same bull.

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Paul Misner Makes 
Frank Report of 
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Experience with Calfhood Vaccination 


Worid readers, too, will be interested in this

ROBABLY no farm in America has had greater expe- 

rience with calf vaccination than Dunloggin, a Hol- 
stein farm, near Ellicott City, Md., which has been so 
efficiently managed for years by Paul B. Misner, recog- 
nized by all dairy breeds as one of the best dairy cattle 
judges and dairy herd managers in America. 

We asked Mr. Misner to give us the story of his calf 
vaccination experience for publication and here is his 
reply in his own words, quite frankly expressed. We 
hope you will benefit by reading it.

Has No Secrets 


“T have no hesitancy in telling you the entire story 
for we have no secrets—in fact secrecy in working with 
this problem has been its worst handicap. 

‘In time long since past and over a period of some 
years after having successfully completed nine 
sive clean tests upon some 280 animals, we finally joined 
the charmed circle of having a certified Bang’s free, or 
as you would know, a listed herd. Then to keep them, 
we let nothing off the place, bought nothing and ever- 
lastingly feared the day when we would need to again 
draw the herd. After a six months period, we did draw 
the herd and with it more positive animals than we have 
ever wanted to realize. We tested the entire herd every 
seven days and took them out just as soon as they were 
discovered So long as they took only animals in 
which we had an indifferent interest, it was bearable 
but at the time hurting Finally it caught up 
with the ‘upper-crust’ and with that we stopped all 
slaughter but kept up the testing, retaining the positive

What They Did 


“We did not slaughter the positive animals, 
them in one group as best we could, but not much of 
a segregation at that We continued testing them just 
as we did the negative animals. 

“‘We did not separate the vaccinated animals from 
the unvaccinated rather letting them run freely 
with both the mature and younger animals. 

“We tested every vaccinated calf two weeks follow- 
ing vaccination and regularly thereafter until we had 
a known positive full four-plus reaction. Failing in this 
we re-vaccinated. 

‘‘We gave no heed to the titre any heifer might have 
when she became of breeding age, we bred her anyway. 

*‘We have had ONE vaccinated heifer abort. Cause 
unknown and titre always was and still is negative.

“We have found 
conception 
heifer. 

“We have tested the milk from every vaccinated 
fresh heifer (now 44 in number) and have never isolated 
the Bang organism. Each quarter separately tested. 

“We have had twenty-four full four-plus positive 
animals return to a completely negative state and re- 
main so for more than 30 months now. These were 
never vaccinated.

‘“‘We have never vaccinated mature animals, so have 
no information on this angle of it. 


““We have recently passed our fourth clean consecu- 
tive test, going one more test than the required number 
for certification, and have been reissued our former 
certificate No. 611 by the government. 

“In the last test we had 140 animals that had grown 
up through vaccination. We eagerly await the day when 
all of them will have reached this point. The govern- 
ment officials are here nearly every week drawing blood 
for something, but we have long since reached the 
point where we have no more concern over the outcome, 
than were they to draw water from the faucet. We may 
blow up tomorrow but for some reason we do not enter- 
tain much fear of that. 


What They Learned 


“All of this work has brought us to the point of 
trying to find out other angles of the work and we now 
find that with an injection of less than %cc in the 
fold of the tail (as you would make a T. B. injection) 
we get a reaction all the way up to 1; 2,000 or eight 
places. This is about four days after injection. In 
approximately six weeks they will have returned to a 
completely negative state. Well do we realize the next 
professional question, ‘Do you know if you have the 
same degree of immunity?’ Of course not, but since 
all the governing officials were so tardy in acknowledg- 
ing any merit to it, how are we to know that it is not 
just as good as 5cc? We have nearly 50 so vaccinated 
and shall continue until something demonstrates we are 
wrong. We get them at 4% to 6 months. 


“So, we have told you our story. We are not sug- 
gesting what you should do, but we very well know 
what we should do, had we it to do over again. It is 
not letter perfect, but it is not less than 98.6 per cent 
correct, which is about as good as one could have reason 
to expect.”’

The dispersal of the well known Essex Farms herd 
of John M. Dennis, Jr., at Lutherville, Md., March 15. 
was an outstanding success, as shown by the summary 
above. This is the highest average for a Holstein dis- 
persal in the United States since the Femco Dispersal 
in October 1940. The herd was founded 31 vears ago 
by Mr. John M. Dennis, and since his passing in 1936, 
has been carried on by his son, the present owner. 

Top of the sale, as expected, was the herd sire, Dun- 
loggin Master Deen. 5-year-oid son of Dunloggin Wood 
master and Dunloggin Adeen. At $5200, he is the 
highest priced Holstein bull sold at auction in the 
United States since 1930. 

Favored with a bright spring day, the big sale tent 
was comfortably filled, and an informal count showed 
hidders present, or represented, from at least fourteen 
states and Canada. Many from a distance were on hand 
Sunday, to look over the herd, and were guests of Mr 
and Mrs. Dennis at a buffet supper Sunday evening. The 
eattle are finding new homes in the herds of 44 buyers 
in eight states. Just half the buyers were from Maryv- 


land, 22 Maryland breeders taking a total of 35 head 
Eleven Pennsylvania buyers bought 22 head. Other 
states represented by buyers were New Jersey, Ohio. 


North Carolina, Indiana, Virginia and Connecticut. 


The herd was in good working condition, and showed 
plenty of evidence of producing ability. Many buyers 
were there for milk, and they found plenty of it. Prices 
reflected this situation even on older cows whose udders 
showed wear. 

Dunloggin Master Deen was a great center of inter- 
est. He is a bull of commanding type, as would be ex- 
pected from his breeding. Opening on a bid of $1090. 
he quickly went to $3000. Art Petersen, representing 
Paul Stewart of Iowa, reached the limit of his instruc- 
tions at $3100 Grant Langdon of New York, carried 
the ball to $4400. Robert D. Johnson of Dextora Farms, 
Indianapolis, Ind., who had been in the battle from the 
‘tart, quickly raised this to $4500. Paul Erwin, man-

ager of Maple Haven Farm, New York, took up where 
his neighbor, Langdon, left off, and made his first bid 
at the $4600 level. Mr. Johnson snapped back with 
$5000, which was promptly raised $100 by Maple Haven. 
Johnson’s quick comeback at $5200 proved he really 
meant business and this was the final price. For a 
Holstein sale in the U. S., this was the highest figure 
paid for a bull since the National Sale at Denver in 
1930, when Carnation Inka Matador sold for $6200 to 
Pevely Dairy Company. Dextora Farms are owned by 
Mr. Johnson and Edward D. Evans, with Dick Best as 
manager. V. F. Binford of Earlham Farms was present 
with Mr. Johnson and Mr. Best to advise on purchases. 
Foundations for a choice herd are being laid. In addi- 
tion to this bull, they selected eight top females at Essex, 
and were the largest purchasers both in numbers and 
dollar value, taking nine head for a total of $8555. 
Their female selections included the top female and 
second high price of the sale, SX Matador Bess West- 
view, a lovely 2-year-old just ready to freshen. She is 
a daughter of Carnation Dunloggin, 1000-lb. son of 
Matador Segis Ormsby that was formerly in service here, 
and out of SX Bess Ormsby Westview, 994-lb. daughter 
of the 1022-lb. daughter of the foundation cow, West- 
view De Kol Walker, 804-lb. Reserve All-American Aged 
Cow of 1923. The dam, now past 9 years old, sold at 
$775 to Mrs. Alberta duPont Thompson, Pikesville, Md.. 
and the 14-year-old granddam, SX Colantha Westview 
(1022 lbs., and with a life-time record of 7519 Ibs. fat. 
194,155 Ibs. milk) just fresh, was added to the select 
foundation herd Mrs. Leslie Thorne KountzZe is building 
at Happy Hill Farm, Matthews, North Carolina. The 
price was $405. The baby son of this cow, by ‘‘Pilot’’ 
sold for $600 to Jesse Smith, Belle Vernon, Pa. Happy 
Hill also paid $500 for an 8-year-old high record daugh- 
ter of King Bess Royal Ormsby. 

Winterthur Great Dad Pilot, well-proved 8-year-old 
herd sire owned jointly by Essex and Winterthur Farms, 
was purchased by S. P. Spaulding, Herndon, Va., for an 
even $1000. Wm. Sutherland, Cottonade Farm, Fay 
etteville, N. C., paid $2540 for six head, the top being 
SX Rex Bess Ormsby Fobes, a 77-year-old daughter of 
Dunloggin Rex, at $800. Her 883-lb. 4-year-old record 
was a former Maryland State record.

New Mastitis Treatment 


E are pleased to present in this issue an article by 

Dr. C. C. Palmer of the University of Delaware. 
prepared at our request, regarding the new treatment 
for mastitis recently brought out by this station. While 
Dr. Palmer makes no claims of having developed a pan- 
acea for this costly and widely prevalent affliction of 
dairy cows, he does report unusually promising results 
Several of our well known substantial Holstein estab- 
lishments have cooperated with him and his associates 
in the experimental work. and they share his hopeful 
view of its effectiveness. 

Dr. Palmer is a conservative and respected scientist 
in his field, and we present his straightforward story 
as a worthwhile contribution to a subject that is of 
very keen interest to every breeder. More technical 
discussions of this method of treatment, prepared by 
Dr. Palmer, have appeared in the veterinary journal 
and have been widely reprinted and discussed.

That 
the demand for good bulls exceeds the supply is indi- 
eated by the current activity of breeders in reserving 
“futures’’ from selected matings. One of our large es- 
tablishments reports over thirty bull calves reserved in 
advance of birth. ineluding some anticipated 1944 
models. 


Make the Most of Your Pastures 


OUR pasture land can be about the most important 

acres on your farm. This is particularly true under 
19423 conditions, with the nation calling for more milk, 
and with existing shortages of both labor and protein 
feeds. 

Good pasture contains more protein than any other 
roughage; is the richest natural source of vitamins. 
Cows like pasture best of all the feeds you can supply. 
Good pasture reduces the amount of grain necessary to 
teed for maximum production, and permits efficient use 
of lower protein feeds. It is the cheapest source of 
digestible nutrients needed for making milk and, finally. 
it saves a great amount of labor in harvesting and 
handling by permitting the cows to do this job for them- 
selves. 

Most of our experiment stations have done consider- 
able work on this subject and have recommendations 
applying to their own state conditions. It’s worth while 
to be sure you are up-to-date on pasture management 
methods. It will pay more immediate dividends than 
almost any other one thing you can do. 

Generally recommended procedures are top-dressing 
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with manure, 8 to 10 loads per acre, where possible, 
applied as early as possible; also fertilizing the best pas- 
ture land with a commercial fertilizer, 500 lbs per acre 
of 20° superphosphate or its equivalent. 
pasture fields by temporary fence so that while one plot 
is being thoroughly grazed, the others can be recuperat- 
ing also increases the total yield. Occasional clipping of 
pastures with a mowing machine, where the growth has 
gotten away from the cows, is another recommendation 
followed by many dairymen. Total yield is also increased 
if you do not turn out too early. Let the grass get a 
little start. Fertilized acres are ready earliest. 

On many farms the land devoted to pasture is the 
roughest part, not too easily cultivated. Perhaps in such 
cases you would find it worthwhile to devote some extra 
attention to supplemental pasture crops, like sweet 
clover, sudan grass, oats, etc. Your County Agent will 
doubtless have some specific recommendations. It is not 
safe to count on as good pastures every year as were the 
general rule in 1942 But the time to do something 
about your pasture program is now. 


Butter Rationing 


| T is now definitely not “guns and butter.’”” Announce 
ment on March 21 that retail sales of butter, hard 
cheese and edible fats generally, are frozen for one week 
as of that date, with point mationing to go into effect one 
week later, came as something of a bombshell to con- 
sumers, although of course early rationing had been 
anticipated. Undoubtedly this is the way to start ration- 
ing any product, in order to avoid consumer hoarding, 
but it does hit with quite a shock on a product as essen- 
tial as butter. More than a few families undoubtedly 
had less than a week’s supply on hand. 

Too many consumers have always taken their butter 
supply as a matter of course. It was always available 
when wanted. Perhaps this rationing will bring new 
appreciation of butter on American tables. In the mean- 
time, we applaud the foresight of the American Dairy 
Association in continuing actively their program of na- 
tional advertising for butter and dairy products. It will 
pay dividends in the years ahead when we will again be 
looking for a market for that product of our war-stimu- 
lated dairy plant. 


Spring Scrap Hunt 
i keep the steel mills going at full blast requests 
some 13 million tons of scrap by mid-summer. Heavy 
industry provides much of this but 3 million tons must 
be found on the farms of America and put into produc- 
tive channels. This means an average quota of 1,000 
lbs per farm-—-a half ton. 

The farm press of America, under chairmanship of 
popular Jimmy Watson of New England Homestead, 
has taken responsibility for organizing a Farm Scrap 
Drive this spring that we hope will not only meet, but go 
well over the top on this quota. State Salvage Commit- 
tees have been set up in nearly every state and dates 
have been announced for a concerted drive. Watch your 
local papers for the dates in your state and county 

Please don’t dismiss this as just another war request 

or feel that you are too busy to bother with it—or 
that you have already made a pick-up of the scrap on 
your farm. 

It is really tremendously important to the war pro- 
duction program. This heavy farm scrap is just what 
the steel miils want. And, of course, you are busy—but 
there are always rainy days or short periods when you 
can take a little time off from other jobs. The boys on 
the fighting fronts don’t lay off for bad weather. 

And, finally——even if you have already made a pick- 
up, you'll be surprised how much more you can locate 
if you really go over the farm again. Perhaps some of 
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that old machinery you thought before might be needed 
for spare parts could be spared now, if you removed 
some of the parts most likely to be needed again. Don’t 
scrap machines that can be made useful—but don’t 
hoard old relics whose parts would not fit your more 
modern machinery. Most of the state drives are start- 
ing in April. Check up and get in the scrap. 

Let’s make 1943 the year! The home front will have 
to do its part also.

Mr. Lowden was a stalwart figure in American pol- 
itics He was war-time governor of Illinois 1917-21, 
and his record there made him an outstanding candi- 
date for the presidential nomination on the Republican 
ticket both in 1920 and 1924. He declined the nomin- 
ation for Vice-President as running-mate of Coolidge 
in the latter year. 

He was drafted to serve as President of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, at the stormy Syracuse 
meeting in 1921. At that time factions threatened the 
disruption of the Association. Under his firm leadership 
the proxy system of voting was abandoned and the 
present system of representative government by dele- 
gates adopted at a special meeting of the Association 
held at St. Paul, Minn., in October 1921. He continued 
in office during the years of the Cabana litigation, and 
when that was finally successfully concluded, retired 
from the presidency in 1930, although serving for a 
while thereafter on the Board of Directors. 

Mr. Lowden was born January 2, 1861, on a farm 
near Sunrise, Minn. When Frank was about seven 
years old the family removed to Iowa, where Frank re- 
ceived his education, graduating from University of

Here’s the Program 


Specifically the voluntary con- 
servation program, which is des- 
tined to permit maximum produc- 
tion of meat, milk and eggs with 
available supplies of high protein 
ingredients, places these percent- 
age limits upon the animal protein 
ingredients used in feeds: 

POULTRY: All-mash growing or 
laying diets, 1 1/8%; chick and 
duck starters and broiler mashes, 
%; all-mash broiler diets, grow- 
ing or ltaying mashes fed with 
grain, 2 1/4%; turkey start- 
ers, 2 1/2%: breeding mashes 
fed with grain, 4 1/2%; and 
poultry supplements and concen- 
trates as follows: 26% protein, 
3.375% animal protein; 32%, 
protein, 4 1/2%; 36% protein, 5%. 

SWINE: Hog fatteners, 1.5%; 
sow and pig feeds, 2%; hog sup- 
Hlements fed with grain, 3%; sow 
and pig feeds fed with grain, 4%. 

CALVES: Calf starters, 3%; calf 
starters fed with grain, 6%. 

“All protein ingredients, whether 
animal, marine, or vegetable,” 
the program states, ‘should be 
mixed with other feedstuffs to ob- 
tain maximum results and more 


complete utilization of the pro- 
tein and should not be fed sep- 
arately.” 

DAIRY COWS: It calls for 
limiting “total protein content of 


dairy feeds to 16 per cent as fed 
to cows, except in cases where 
only grass hay, cereal hay or fod- 
ders, or silages made from the 
same crops are available, when 18 
per cent is permissible, with tol- 
erance not to exceed 1 per cent. 

‘“'Where legume hay is available, 
the protein content of the dairy 
feeds as fed to the cows should be 
limited to a grain ratio containing 
from 12 to 16 per cent protein—de- 
pending upon the quality of the 
hav.” 

The Program is now being car- 
ried to feed dealers in a series of 
county meetings throughout the 
nation. These meetings are called 
by the county agents for a com- 
plete discussison of the program, 
and how to make it work. Reports 
indicate that practically 100% of 
the dealers are signina up to sup- 
port the voluntary program.

The program agreed upon limits 
the amount of protein going into any 
livestock feed to the minimum re- 
quirements of the animal to be fed. 
It is based on voluntary action on 


the part of feed dealers, feed manu- 


facturers, and farmers in coopera- 
tion with the United States Govern- 
ment. 

The Department of Agriculture 
through the USDA War Boards and 
the Agriculture Colleges will con- 
duct a program to: 

(1) Explain the plan to farmers 


and ask their full cooperation. 


(2) Promote production of more 
protein on the farms by encouraging 
farmers to grow more soybeans, im- 
prove their pastures. make _ better 
use of pastures, cut hay early. and 
follow other sound practices. 

The Feed Industry Council, for its 
part, will carry the program through 
a series of meetings to all feed man- 
ufacturers and distributors to the 
end that they may: 

(1) Conserve protein in accord- 
ance with the program 
Help 
properly 


(2) farmers use the feeds 

The conservation program will not 
create one pound more of high-pro- 
tein feeding ingredients in total, but 
it will use what we have effectively 
and, we believe, without seriously 
impairing efficient production of 
animal products. 

It is our belief there are sufficient 
amounts of high-protein feeds so 
that poultrymen, dairymen, and live- 
stock men can go ahead with their 


plans for high production. 
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The U. 8S. Department of Agri- 
culture and the Feed Industry Coun- 
cil join in this request that you—the 
farmers, the feed distributors, and 
the feed manufacturers— cooperate 
in adapting your individual pro- 
rams to these conservation meas- 
ures. Only through this cooperation 
can we produce the highly impor- 
tant foods—-meat, milk, and eggs— 
in the amounts so urgently needed 
by our armed forces, our allies, and 
our civilian population.

GRANULAR VAGINITIS IN 
CATTLE 

An infectious disease of dairy cat- 
tle commonly known as_ granular 
vaginitis, infectious or nodular ven- 
eral disease, is sometimes quite seri- 
ous in some herds. 

The essential symptoms in cows 
and heifers according to veterina- 
rians, are small nodular elevations 
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or pimples at the opening to the 
vagina. The area is inflamed, ex- 
tremely sensitive, and bleeding oc- 
curs with slight friction or pressure. 
The nodules increase in heifers as 
breeding age approaches and are 
multiplied greatly following service. 

This disease is spread chiefly by 
the bull at the time of service. Ina 
few cases, the bull has been found 
infected. Special precautions should 
be taken at the time of mating to 
prevent the spread of this disease. 
Only healthy animals should be used 
in breeding. 


Should any of the symptoms of 
granular vaginitis be noticed, it 
would be desirable to call the local 
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veterinarian to make a more specific 
diagnosis. The common treatment 
consists of applying an antiseptic 
powder directly to the affected parts. 
A special dusting instrument for 
applying the powder works best. 
Most animals will recover within a 
reasonable length of time.—N. Y. 
State College of Agriculture—Exten- 
sion Service.

CEILING PRICES ESTABLISHED 
FOR FLUID MILK 

Effective February 13. the office 
of Pride Administration established 
nation-wide ceilings on prices paid 
by fluid milk distributors and hand- 
lers to farmers for milk for resale 
as fluid milk. The order provides 
that no distributor of fluid milk may 
pay more to producers for his sup- 
plies than the highest price he paid 
for milk delivered in January, 1943, 
or the minimum producers’ price 
established under the provisions of 
the Agricultural Marketing Agree- 
ment Act of 1937, as amended, 
whichever is higher. Moreover, the 
order does not apply to purchases 
of milk from a producer at a price 
lower than 2.75 per hundredweight 
for milk containing 4 per cent but- 
terfat. The regulation is temporary, 
to be replaced within 60 days by a 
permanent regulation on milk prices.

THIS BILL

Holstein-Friesian World: 

At long last, the dairymen can get 
a ‘“‘break’’ on AAA corn base allot- 
ments if HR 1605 (report No. 838) is 
passed by the Congress. Section 3 
amends the AAA of 1938 to afford a 
producer of corn to harvest in ex- 
cess of his allotment if the excess 
acreage is used for silage. 

Ever since AAA came into the 
picture, our middle west dairymen 
have been forced to use substitutes 
for corn silage because the cut in 
corn acreage left too light from 
which to take 12-15 acres of silage, 
and last fall Iowa got an early 
freeze that killed the sorghums and 
left the fields a tangled mass of cane 
stalks. 

I believe every reader should 
write his own Congressman urging 
passage of this amendment.

After the sale 
this man offered me a check for any 
price I named, but I told him the 
advertising I got was enough, and 
I have been paid in bull sales since 
this event. 


Milk, hay and labor is very high 





out here, the price of the hay and 
labor are not quite so bad in our 
valley, and we get nearly as much 
for our milk, although we have paid 
as high as a dollar per hour for 
milkers, and hay has sold for $35 
per ton on the ranch, the labor has 
eased up just a little on account of 
men in draft age, working in defense 
work being let out to milk cows be- 
cause they were signed up for that 
job as a trade. The milk price for 
Stanislaus Co. Grade A, is 92 cents 
per pound butterfat for 100% of the 
milk and the milk sold for conden- 
sary purposes is about 71 cents at 
the ranches.

THE DAIRY SITUATION 


With 30 per cent of the current 
production of butter set aside for 
direct war requirements, supplies 
remaining for civilian consumption 
in February and March will be con- 
siderably smaller than in January. 
As butter production increases sea- 
sonally, supplies for civilian con- 
sumption may increase slightly in 
later months. Since commercial 
stocks of cheese on hand at present 
are relatively large, the order set- 
ting aside 50 per cent of the pro- 
duction of Cheddar cheese for direct 
war purposes, effective February 15, 
is expected to have little effect on 
supplies of cheese for civilian con- 
sumption until the second quarter 
of 1943. Supplies of most manufac- 
tured products other than butter 
available for civilian consumption in 
the second and succeeding quarters 
of 1943 are expected to be consider- 
ably smaller than in the last quarter 
of 1942 or the first quarter of 1943. 
Consumption of fluid milk during the 
next few months is expected to con- 
tinue at a relatively high level. 

Although milk production on Feb- 
ruary 1 per cow in herd was 2 per 
cent smaller than a year earlier, the 
increased number of cows on farms 
resulted in a 1 per cent increase in 
total production. Milk production 
is expected to continue somewhat 
larger than in the corresponding 
months of 1942 through the first 
half of 1943. Butter production is 
now running about 5 per cent above 
a year earlier but production of 
cheese and evaporated milk con- 
tinues materially smaller. The per- 
manent ice cream limitation order, 
effective February 1, will hold pro- 
duction for civilian consumption of 
this commodity at 65 per cent of last 
year’s level. Prices of all dairy 
products continue at ceiling levels 
and for all products except casein

of the udder. Many veterinarians have attained a high 
degree of skill in the diagnosis of mastitis by physical 
examination of the udder. The most reliable and in- 
formative tests, however, are those based upon direct 
bacteriological examination of the milk. Many veterin- 
arians maintain a small diagnostic laboratory and are 
equipped to render this diagnostic service to their 
clients. Most states maintain one or more laboratories 
supported by public funds where milk samples may be 
sent for mastitis diagnosis. With such services avail- 
able, owners may undertake a plan of herd control of 
mastitis with excellent prospects of controlling the dis- 
ease. This is especially true in streptococcic mastitis, 
which is the most prevalent form of the disease. 

When infected animals are found, it is important to 
know the kind of mastitis from a causative standpoint, 
such as streptococcic mastitis, staphylococcic mastitis, 
etc., since the dosage of ‘‘Sulvetil’ varies according to 
the type of the infection. The Haskell workers hav: 
demonstrated that, whereas most caSes of streptococcic 
mastitis will be cured with four daily doses of 50 cc. 
of ‘‘Sulvetil’’, cows infected with staphylococcic mas- 
titis may require 100 cc. daily for each infected quarter, 
and cows with corynebacterium mastitis may 
still larger doses. 


require 


In a program of herd control, the entire herd, in- 
cluding heifers of all ages and mature milking and dry 
cows, should be examined for mastitis at frequent inter- 
vals. Those animals found infected should receive 
prompt treatment with ‘Sulvetil’’, and those which 
cannot be cured should be removed from the herd. In 
general, the earlier the treatment is started in the 
disease, the better will be the results. The simple’ barn 
tests which have been proposed for detecting ‘animals 
infected with mastitis are not reliable. Your veterin- 
arian, if he is not able to make a sure and positive 
diagnosis in all cases, will submit milk samples to a 
diagnostic laboratory for bacteriological study or will 
make the examination in his own laboratory. All newly 
acquired females should pass a satisfactory mastitis 
test before they are added to the herd.

There have been many famous bulls of the Pabst 
blood lin: Perhaps most outstanding was Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst, who was bought by Mt. Victoria Farms, 
Hudson Heights, Quebec in 1926 for $15,000. In 1928 
Mt. Victoria bought Triune Papoose Piebe in the Na- 
tional Ormsby Sale for $11,000. She was a heifer of 
Hargrove and Arnold’s K P O P blood line. By combin- 


ing the blood of this great sire and this great producing 
and transmitting dam the Mt. Victoria blood line has 
been built 

Lauxmont Farms here in Pennsylvania are building 
a blood line on the blood of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst 
and the Dunloggin blood line 

Elmwood built a blood line on Queen Bessie Pieter- 
tie Ormsby and her son, King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje. 
This has made another important branch of the Ormsby 
family. 

Cornell University has developed a blood line with 
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the Ollies, daughters of Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes Ollie, 
a descendant of the Ormsby family. 

In California E. E. Freeman has built a blood line by 
breeding Triune Alexina Ormsby of the K P O P blood 
line to cows of ‘this great Julia family. 

And we come now and then to a multiple example of 
the Ormsby family. We have the great present day 
blood lines built by Winterthur, Dunloggin, John Bell, 
Pabst. Mt. Victoria, Lauxmont, Cornell, and Freeman, a 
list of herds that stretches from coast to coast. 

At the dispersal of the Minnesota Holstein Company 
in 1927 Osborndale Farms paid $6,200 for Sir Bess 
Ormsby May, the youngest son of May Walker Ollie 
Homestead, an important member of the Homestead 
family. They also acquired Sir Piebe Inka May Fayne, 
a son of Sir Inka May, Carnation’s famous son of May 
Walker Ollie Homestead. On the blood of these two 
great sires, the son and the grandson of May Walker 
Ollie Homestead, and by breeding them to cows of her 
Olive family and to such great dams as the old Educator 
cow, another Ormsby, Mrs. Kellogg has built the Os- 
borndale blood line. 

Quon-Quont Farms in Massachusetts have developed 
a blood line by crossing Quon-Quont Sir Modest with the 
daughters of Abegweit Pluto, and by intensifying the 
blood of this combination by use of sons and grandsons 
of the Modest bull. 

To go back to an earlier blood line we are reminded 
of the one built by W. D. Robens of Poland, New York 
through the use of the great sires, Sir Veeman Henger- 
veld, King Korndyke Sadie Vale, and King Ormsby Ideal, 
and mating them with the daughters of their pre- 
decessors. 

Time limits more than brief mention of one or two 
other blood lines. A. C. Hardy in Canada developed the 
May Echo family. Harry Yates in western New York 
built a blood line by intensifying the Posch family. 

Now let us ask ourselves how are blood lines de- 
veloped. In most of these examples which I have given 
you, I have tried to emphasize the mating of great sires 
with great producing and transmitting dams. Then when 
a fortunate nick is discovered, that line of breeding is 
intensified until a family is established. 

What can the ordinary farmer breeder do to develop 
a blood line? There are many who cannot pay $1,000 
for a bull. Maybe you can breed one. My suggestion is 
that you breed your greatest producing and transmitting 
cow, and perhaps one of her best daughters to some out- 
standing bull, preferably to a sire of a line of breeding 
that has nicked with the line from which your cows have 
come. There are a few breeders who have advertised 
the services of their bulls in this manner. No doubt 
arrangements could be made with other men to breed 
one or two of your best cows. 

When Mr. Burdick first spoke to me about talking to 
your group, he said that I might even do a little fore- 
casting if I wanted to. Well, I am not going to make 
any predictions about the future development of blood 
lines, but I am going to raise a question. It is a question 
on which I have thought a great deal. I am wondering 
what will be the influence of artificial insemination on 
the development of blood lines. There is not the shadow 
of doubt that artificial breeding will be a great boon to 
a vast army of farmer dairymen. It will make available 
to them the services of much superior sires than they 
have ever owned, or can ever afford to own. It should 
raise the level of production of the herds of this country 
materially. But in some of these artificial breeding cen- 
ters it is not always practical to have available the serv- 
ice of the particular bull that you want on the particu- 
lar day that your cow is to be bred. In the course of a 
year your herd may have been bred to six or eight dif- 
ferent bulis of varying lines of breeding. We should di- 
rect our best thought toward some practical arrange- 
ment whereby a good cow man who is a member of an 
artificial breeding association can follow a line of breed- 
ing on which he has determined. The large breeders 
who continue to maintain their own bulls will continue 
to develop blood lines. In the past some of our best 
blood lines have been built by small farmer breeders. 
We don’t want to lose that important phase of the pure 
bred industry. 

I can think of no more appropriate way of concluding 
a talk on the development of blood lines than to quote 
Owen D. Young’s classic comment: “Let no impatient 
man who expects final results in a generation of cows, 
embark on this program; it takes a generation of man.”

fit to use on any good cow, or else 
a serub bull, which in my opinion 
has no place in a dairy herd any- 
where at any time 

When one sees what has been 

complished in so many herds by 
the use of superior sires, one won- 
ders how any intelligent breeder can 
so short sighted as to use sires 
which have neither type nor produc- 
tion back of them When I visit 
herds like Bill Moscrip’s, Fred 
Pabst’s, Harold Shaw’s, Bill Baker’s, 
J. B. C. Tyler’s, Bob Eddy’s, and 
many others, I am tremendously im- 
pressed with what can be done and 
what has been done by men who 
have used the same judgment, san- 
ity and vision in breeding that they 
would in any other great business, 
ind many of these men have done 
this with limited capital. 


I have also been somewhat amazed 
when visiting grade herds composed 
of good females, to find that the 
breeder is using inferior and unreg- 
istered bulls. 

I was in a herd only the other 
day where the breeder has some un- 
usually good registered cows sired 
by a great bull, but who because of 
the pressure for time and other 
duties, was using a bull which could 
not be registered . Evidently, he did 
not stop to think and consider that 
it takes considerable time and ex- 
pense to develop a cow to milking 
age and that the daughters of these 
xood cows cannot be_ registered, 
thus causing this man to suffer a real 
financial loss through lack of proper 
fonsideration in the use of sire. 

I think perhaps your’ Bargain 
Bull Issue of the World is doing 
more to correct this than any other 
one thing, and I believe your efforts 
along this line should be backed up 
in a very intensive way by the Na- 
tional Extension Department which 
is already doing so, as well as by 
the Extension Department in every 
Agricultural College in the United 
States 

When the breeders of dairy cattle 
realize how much depends upon the 
sire, perhaps they will be more care- 
ful in their choice of sires and elimi- 
nate absolutely the serub bull as 
well as the poor pure bred bull and 
devote rea] study and intelligence to 
the selection of a good bull and a 

ontinuous breeding program.
